1
avaited the adjournment of Concress to thank
you for the zeul, efficiency and adelity you lent
1o the advoeacy of the bill you introduced and
which passed mto 2 luw at the Inst session of
Congress to reimbarse money advanced by the
State in 1464, at the request of the President and
Sicrelary o1 War,

Having uiled to procure the approprintion at
preceding sessions of Congress, ulthongh earn-
estly pressed by the Logislature of this State
and our members of Congress, and as my tern
ol oflice expired before another vffort conld be
made, I watched the progress ot your bill with
much soheitude, and whilst the inferest of the
people was faithiully served by our entire dele-

senting and urmnog it,

The money was advanced by some of the
banks ot Philndelphia, newther Congress nor the
State Legislature being then in session to pay
those troops [rom our State who, In the great
emergency of 1864, volunirered to repel the in-
vaders and pressed them back towneds the de-
cisive battle-ground of the war, at Gettysbure,

When the Lezislature met, the State, at your
metance, promptiy assumed and atterward
paid this sum. Mr, Lincoln and tpe Secretary
of War tultilled thewr promise to recommend
the reimbursement, and, . &pite of delaye and
strong opposition, it is a pleasure to teel that
Congress-at lust recognized the validity of the
clam.

The part which Pennsylvania bore in the war,
to put down the Rebellion—and Philalelphis did
her full ghare—is, mdecd, & prond one, The
records of the Wur Department show that wi
fumished over 300,000 soldiwrs to dolend tho
Union.

These were exclusive of the matitin who, in
1862, 1863, and 1844, sprang (o arms at 4 mno-
ment's notice 10 re<ist the Rebel hovrdes, and in
addition to our sullant =uailors, who, equally
with their comrades on the land, aided to ren-
der the American name more Jliustrious than
ever, Yet it adds to the fame of our goodly
Zommoenwealth that, throughout the war, she
aad in yoursell & Goveruvor whese every pulia-
tion was for his country, and who i2 known nas
the (riend of its defenders,
